Deep preparation of the soil is recommended for heavy 
root growth. Work well-rotted manure 16 to 18 inches BELOW the surface, so as not to come in direct contact with the bulbs. Fresh manure should never be used. 


Should bone meal be available this fall, place a small teaspoon full at the bottom of the hole. Put one inch of dirt on top. Set bulb on dirt. Bone meal, placed in 
the hole at the time the bulbs are set, will provide all the fertilizer that bulbs require for the year.
